The custom of the Idaho courts in 


selecting juries for criminal pases is 
to call 12 talesmen to the jury box and 
to- keep the box full by immediately 
filling vacancies that occur. The state 
first conducts a complete examination, 
that continues until the 12 men have 
'passed, when the body of talesmen 
pass to the defense for examinatipn. 


Mrs. Haywood and the older daugh- 


ter were in court and stood the ordeal 
fairly well, but the younger child cried 
after the examination of talesmen 
began.
